Constant addition of rural electric lines is no new activity 
w ith the Texas Power Sc Light Company, pioneer o f rural 
electrification service in Texas. ’W ay back in 1915, this com­ 
pany began extending its lines to farms and outlying comm u­ 
nities. By 1921, we had brought electricity to 6,926 farm and 
rural fam ilies. This number has alm ost doubled every ten 
years, as we consistently added more and m ore lines to serve 
more and m ote farm fam ilies each year. Today, approxi­ 
mately 7,000 m iles o f the Company’s rural lines alone— 
serve more than 68,000 farm and rural homes. 


extending electric service to rural areas at first presented 
many difficulties, among which was the high cost of equip­ 
m ent to make service available to outlying areas. This com­ 
pany s engineers, a fter years o f e x p e r ie n c e in rural line 
construction, in 1930 worked out design details and com­ 
pleted construction on the first ridge-pin, common-neutral 
type of cross-country line, using sm aller poles and 300-foot 
spans of wire. This developm ent and the cooperation of 
the company s engineers w ith manufacturers in developing 
sma er transformers and new type conductors perm itting 
up to 600-foot spans, contributed to more wire-spread rural 
electrification through low er cost rural construction.
